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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-36, in the reply filed on 03 
June 2005 is acknowledged. Claims 1-36 are pending and under consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 6,071,497 
(Steiner et al.). Well within the limitations of the instant claims, Steiner et al. teaches methods of 
delivering particles to across membranes of the pulmonary system with compositions comprising 
diketopiperazine (DKP) of required size with an agent such as insulin and calcitonin, for 
example (see claims 7, 10 and 11). Specifically, Steiner et al. teach calcitonin-DKP used in 
mammal models (see column 11, example 1). Finally, although Steiner et al. does not teach the 
percent immune responses, the immune responses are inherent since the same compound as 
claimed is used by Steiner et al. in the same methods; thus, the responses of the patients should 
be the same as instantly claimed. 

4. Claims 1-7, 1 1-27 and 34-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
US 6,652,885 B2 (Steiner et al.). Well within the limitations of the instant claims, Steiner et al. 
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teaches an insulin-DKP composition for pulmonary membrane transport (see example 2; claim 1; 
abstract; column 10 lines 20-34 and lines 52-53). 

Specification 

5. The use of the trademarks, i.e., TECHNOSPERE, has been noted in this application. All 
trademarks should be capitalized wherever they appear and be accompanied by the generic 
terminology.
